A backlight assembly (600) of the present invention includes a light guide plate (LGP). a 
light reflecting member (200), two lamps (300). Te LGP includes alight incidence face' 
(136), a light reflecting face (150) and a light exiting face (160). The light reflecting face 
(150) reflects a first light toward the light exiting face (160), to transform the first light into a 
second light. The second light exits from the light exiting face (160). A width of the light 
incidence face (136) is a first distance. The light reflecting member (200) covers the light 
incidence face (136) so as to form a receiving space (240).
